The Vietoria Paper (Siflkot), of the 8th February, referring 
to the account, published in the Civil 

,lleged il-tresiment ots aviticary Gasette of the Sad Feb- 
Epassh, - ruary, of the alleged ill-treatment of 
a landlord, president of a municipal committee, by a tah- 
sild&r, remarks that, if the- account is trae,-the case is deserv- 
ing of serious consideration at the hand of Sir Charles 
Aitchison, It thinks that if the landlord had not paid 
his last revenue instalment, the tahsildér should: have first 
endeavoured to realize the instalment by attaching his pro- 
perty, and should not have at once pnt him into the lock- 
up. The tahsildér was not justified in arresting him when 
he came to the tahs{l to attend the meeting of the municipal 
committee. The way the tahsildér abused him was most 
unjustifiable. Such terms would not be justifiable even - if 
addressed to a criminal. It is to be hoped that the Panj&b 
Government will make a thorough inquiry into the matter. —

The 
term of office for an Honorary Magistrate should be fixed at 
three years, but a man should be eligible for re-appointment at 
the expiration of the term. No Honorary. Magistrate, who 
possesses any land in the place where he exercises criminal 
powers, should be allowed to hear any ease singly. At such 
places trials should be held by a bench of two Magistrates. —
